“If thou know not, O thou fairest 
among women, go thy way forth by the 
footsteps of the flock, and feed thy kids 
beside the shepherds’ tents.” 

We have heard many discussions on the 
need of the hour; diversities of opinions 
from a number of honest hearts have 
gone forth, all seeking in their honest 
attitude to bring something to help the 
flock of His fold, and guide the erring 
feet into the way of peace. Personally, I 
believe one need dominates all others in 
these trying times, when all the world is 
going at a break-neck speed toward na- 
tional destruction, and the final goal for 
all such, “Hell.” The Church of 
God needs rest. 


“Rest in these perilous times?” 
you ask. 

Yes, rest in these perilous times. 
We are dying as a Christian body 
today, not so much from the lack 
of activity, but from the strain of 
too little rest. The soul needs rest 
in the presence of her Lord, the 
quiet refreshing dews of Heaven to 
bathe and refresh her, the daily 
manna of the Word to strengthen 
and sustain her, just as much as the 
body needs our delicate care for 
cleanliness and nutrition, and let 
me add, if many had taken as lit- 
tle care to cleanse and nourish the 
body as they have to care for the 
soul and her spiritual state, the 
cemeteries would be full of head- 
stones today bearing the sad trage- 
dy of a starved, worn-out body. 

We must first consider that there 
is a great difference in the term 
“rest” and the phrase we often 
quote from God’s Word “being at 
ease in Zion.” To the children of 
God we have the wonderful truth 
into which all God’s baptized, 
Holy-Ghost-filled saints have entered: 
“This is the rest wherewith ye may 
cause the weary to rest; and this is the 
refreshing.” Isaiah refers to the verse just 
preceding this wonderful statement in 
Isaiah 28:11, “For with stammering lips 
and another tongue will he speak to this 
people.” There is not one who has been 
filled with the Holy Spirit according to 
Acts 2:4 who does not realize just what 
is meant by this term “This is the rest.” 
You were never so rested in all your life 
as you were the hour the blessed Com- 
forter came in to abide and you found 
yourself in contact with Father, Son, and 
Holy Spirit. Yet, there was never a time 
when you felt more like your feet had 
wings, and your lips burned with the 
glorious gospel message, and a desire

gripped your heart to send the tidings to 
every creature, that the blessed Man of 
Calvary meant just what He said when 
He made the call, “Come unto me, all ye 
that labor and are heavy laden, and I 
will give you REST.” The man who has 
folded his hands and become at ease in 
Zion, talking about what God used to 
mean to him, has lost contact with the 
very source of rest. 

Let us picture together this scene in the 
Songs of Solomon. These two verses give 
us a picture of Christ and the honest 
soul who seeks His rest. The Oriental sun

is extremely hot at noon time, but here 
she comes in her anxiety to find shelter 
from the blistering rays, saying as she 
reaches the lover of her soul, ‘“Tell me, O 
thou whom my soul loveth, where thou 
feedest, where thou makest thy flock to 
rest at noon: for why should I be as one 
that turneth aside by the flocks of thy 
companions?” How blessed it would be 
today if all who profess to love Christ and 
have been washed in His precious blood, 
would only come with honest inquiry as 
this lovely maid, seeking the three things 
which are plainly stated, (1) His flock. 
(2) His pasture. (3) His rest. We 
notice her pitiful question, ““Why should 
I be as one that turneth aside by the 
flocks of thy companions?” She has a 





holy fear that her feet might miss the 
way, she does not want to turn aside. 
How many have missed the way and 
lost out with God and His people simply 
because they did not want to pay the 
price and inquire for the flock of God 
and the pastures where He feeds His 
own? Pride and vain glory have caused 
millions to be wrecked on the shores of 
time; they heard about Christ, yes, and 
many accepted Him and the truth of His 
Word, but when it came to paying the 
price and feeding where He fed, walking 
beside the still waters of His love, and 
making a sacrifice in the valleys, be- 
tween the peaks of glorious experiences, 
they did as those who turned away when 
Christ was on earth, and walked with 
Him no more. Sad to say, many who did 
one time find this blessed rest, and who 
in their backslidden state today know 
just where His flock feeds, and 
where the Word in its fullness goes 
forth, are not inquiring any more, 
or walking in the footsteps of His 
flock. 


See how Christ answers this hon- 
est soul, how tender His words to 
her as He says, “If thou know not, 
O thou fairest among women, go 
thy way forth by the footsteps of 
the flock, and feed thy kids beside 
the shepherds’ tents.” There is more 
in that statement “footsteps of the 
flock” than I could ever tell you. 
All the histories of the ages have 
not recorded the many footsteps of 
the flock of God: some are marked 
with tears, yes, and many with the 
blood of those precious martyrs 
who were willing to pay the price 
that you and I might know the joy 
of being led into the green pastures 
of His love and mercy. Look at the 
little flock of Christ, the twelve 
who sought to carry on after their 
Lord had entered into His glory 
and shed forth the Holy Spirit, 
Matthias having been chosen to 
take the place of Judas. Ten years 
after the death of Stephen, James, 
the son of Zebedee, was ordered beheaded 
by Herod Agrippa, who was so moved by 
the courage of James that he repented 
himself and ordered that James should not 
receive martyrdom alone. He became a 
Christian and was beheaded with James, 
according to the eminent historian 
Clemens Alexandrinus. This persecutor 
saw the footsteps of one of the flock, but 
the way he walked for his Lord to his 
death made him to desire the death of the 
Christian. 


Why did James have this courage? 
Without fear of contradiction, he had 
been resting in the presence of his Lord. 
He had not only been filled with the Holy 
Spirit, but he had kept filled. There was 
not one thing which could come between

Editorially Speaking <= 


O be sure these are days of unrest in 
practically every phase of life. Those 
who are interested in commerce look out upon the future with 
gloominess and shake their heads. To them it seems that unless 
there is 1 turn in events there may be in the future a setup 
that will spell commercial chaos to us. Those who are inter- 
ested in industry are divided, many thinking that a militaristic 
move will help us, will give more jobs, 
make times better, and be better for 
the nation in general, while others are 
pacifistic and believe that this nation, 
isolated, can take care of its own af- 
fairs and we can live in peace among 
ourselves without any militaristic ven- 
tures. Those interested in politics feel 
that they are at the base of everything 
and that the future of our country 
depends at this time upon the political 
move made at the polls this coming 
November. But after all, what does it 
all mean to the child of God? Even 
though he may be interested in com- 
merce, industry, or to some extent in 
politics, it must be remembered that these are only sidelines for 
him, for the principal vocation of the child of God is his service 
to his Master, and a constant communion with Him will bring 
about peace and rest and joy in the Holy Ghost. 

In these troublesome and mind-disturbing times, it might be 
well for the child of God to remember the admonition of Paul 
in his second epistle to the Thessalonians, the second chapter, 
“Now we bescech you, brethren, by the coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, and by our gathering together unto him, that ye 
be not soon shaken in mind, or be troubled, neither by spirit, 
nor by word, nor by letter, as from us, as that the day of 
Christ is at hand.” There are certain things that Paul declares 
will come to pass before the day of the Lord, and even those 
things are predicted, and among them the revelation of the man 
of sin, the son of perdition, the antichrist. It is expected that 
children of God be not soon shaken in mind, or disturbed, but 
find a resting place in Him, and in that place be content. 

It is true that people are not only disturbed commercially, 
industrially, and politically, but they are disturbed religiously. 
In one mail this week there came to the Editor’s desk one let- 
ter which had the antichrist figured out to be Hitler. It was 
fixed up so nicely that even as to be unnecessary to do any 
adding, subtracting or multiplying; it was all done for the 
Editor that he might see beyond the question of a doubt that

Hitler was the antichrist. But another letter was opened which 
proved conclusively and beyond the shadow of a doubt in the 
mind of the writer that Mussolini was the antichrist. His name 
and number was all worked out and figured out so that the 
Editor need not worry over calculations. But picking up a cer- 
tain periodical that came in the same mail, the Editor opened 
to a page which had on it an article declaring that Stalin was 
the antichrist and it was impossible for either Hitler or Mus- 
solini to be the man of sin. Well, what do you think the Editor 
thought? This is it: he thought that none of them knew what 
they were writing about, that they knew as little about who the 
antichrist was as the Editor did, and that they, as well as he, 
might as well wait until the time for the man of sin to be re- 
vealed. 

But again we must think in terms of rest for the child of 
God. There are those things that he can look forward to at the 
end of the age, but those texts for the Church of God are not 
troublesome texts. They are not texts of judgment, but they 
are texts of glory, for Paul says in 1 Thess. 4:16, “For the 
Lord himself shall descend from heaven with a shout, with the 
voice of the archangel, and with the trump of God: and the 
dead in Christ shall rise first: then we which are alive and re- 
main shall be caught up together with them in the clouds, to 
meet the Lord in the air: and so shall we ever be with the 
Lord.” This is evidently before the great tribulation and is a 
glory text for the Church. The true child of God shall not be 
subjected to the rule of antichrist. See again, Col. 3:4, “When 
Christ, who is our life, shall appear, then shall ye also appear 
with him in glory.” So the age end for the Church is glory, a 
glory which will be manifestly declared in the rapture of the 


saints. 


N the Pentecostal 
Holiness Advocate 
of August 8 we have this question 
asked, “I find that it is hard to use the 
proper term in speaking of the church 
of which I am pastor. Should I say 
‘my church,’ ‘my board,’ ‘my Sunday 
School,’ etc.?”” The answer was as fol- 
lows: “Our work grows very close to 
the hearts of those who minister in it, 
and it is hard to keep from being per- 
sonal when speaking of it. I am sure 
there are occasions when the personal 
claim should be made, but in general 
it will be far better to learn to associate our terms with the 
people we serve and give them due credit and locate what we 
do by saying like ‘The Columbus First Church has a desire to 
advance its church school program,’ rather than for the pastor 
to say, ‘My church has a desire to advance its school program.’ ” 

According to this article there is such a thing as a minister 
becoming so habituated to saying, “My church does not stand 
for that,” and “My church has raised so much money,” etc., 
until his term becomes a laughingstock, and it may be that as 
time comes for churches to choose pastors or assist in selecting 
them, that the pastor will awake to find that after all he does 
not own the church and that it was not really his. There is, 
however, a very close union and connection between the pas- 
tor of the Church of God and his flock. While Jesus in talking 
to Peter said, “Feed my sheep,” they are nevertheless intrusted 
to shepherds or pastors to take care of, and since he is a shep- 
herd or pastor they are in that sense, and in a local sense 
only, his flock. Rather than to make him egotistic and 
boastful, it should cause him to feel a responsibility that will 
help him to humbly serve in that capacity, and manifest love 
and sympathy for those who are intrusted to his care, “his 
church.” Thus, the CHURCH OF GOD (local) is the pastor’s 


church. 


My Church 
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Regeneration or The New Birth 


=~ UT after that the kindness and 
love of God our Saviour toward 
man appeared, not by works of 
righteousness which we have 
done, but according to his mer- 
cy he saved us, by the washing of regen- 
eration, and renewing of the Holy Ghost; 
which he shed on us abundantly through 
Jesus Christ our Saviour; that being jus- 
tified by his grace, we should be made 
heirs according to the hope of eternal 
life,” Titus 3:4-7. 


Regeneration means to generate or pro- 
duce anew; to form into a new and bet- 
ter state; to reproduce. In theology it 
means to cause to be spiritually born 
anew; to cause to become a Christian; to 
renew the heart by a change of affections; 
the entering into a new spiritual life; that 
change by which the unholy will in man 
and the enmity to God and His law are 
subdued and a principle of supreme love 
to God and His law, or holy affections, 
are implanted in the heart. (Webster’s 
Unabridged. ) 

The term regeneration and that of the 
New Birth are synonymous terms and are 
used interchangeably, therefore when we 
think of being regenerated we think of 
being born again (or born anew). 

Whence arises the necessity of this 
change? Because of man’s degenerated 
condition. When man yielded to the devil 
in the garden he fell from that holy state 
in which he was created, into a state of 
degeneracy. Thus he became vile in his 
affections and by so doing he lost his di- 
vine relationship with God and became a 
victim of sin. From Adam’s fall sin cor- 
rupted the entire human race. “Wherefore 
as by one man (Adam) sin entered into 
the world, and death by sin; and so death 
passed upon all men, for all have sinned,” 
Rom. 5:12. In Rom. 3:23 we have these 
words, “For all have sinned, and come 
short of the glory of God.” 

“As it is written, There is none right- 
eous, no, not one: There is none that un- 
derstandeth, there is none that seeketh 
after God. They are all gone out of the 
way, they are all together become un- 
profitable; . . . with their tongues they 
have used deceit; the poison of asps is un- 
der their lips: Whose mouth is full of 
cursing and bitterness: Their feet are 
swift to shed blood: Destruction and mis- 
ery are in their ways: And the way of 
peace they have not known: There is no 
fear of God before their eyes.” Rom. 3: 
10-18. 

This is indeed a sad picture, but never- 
theless this has been the condition of the 
unregenerated ever since the fall. The 
wicked are estranged from the womb: 
they go astray as soon as they be born, 
speaking lies,” Psa. 58:3. In Psa. 51:5 
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BY R. E. WORLEY 


David makes this statement, “Behold, I 
was shapen in iniquity; and in sin did my 
mother conceive me.” It is very plain 
from these scriptures that man is a sin- 
ner by nature and that as long as he has 
this nature he will be subject to sin and 
evil. “For they that are after the flesh 
(or he that is born of the flesh) do mind 
the things of the flesh; but they that are 
after the Spirit (or born anew or from 
above) the things of the Spirit,” Rom. 8: 
5. 


Paul, in his letter to the church at 
Ephesus, declares that we all had our con- 
versation in times past in the lust of our 
flesh, fulfilling the desires of the flesh 
and of the mind; and were BY NATURE 
the children of wrath. Eph. 2:3. Jesus 
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states in Mark 7:21-23, that from within, 
out of the heart of man, proceed evil 
thoughts, adulteries, fornications, mur- 
ders, thefts, covetousness, wickedness, de- 
ceit, lasciviousness, an evil eye, blas- 
phemy, pride, foolishness. All these evil 
things come from within, and defile the 
man. No wonder Jesus said, ““Ye must be 
born again.” That is the only means by 
which man can be saved. 


Now since we have seen what man is 
by nature, let us see what he is through 
regeneration or the new birth. 


1. He is a new creature. Therefore if 
any man be in Christ, he is a new crea- 
ture: old things are passed away; behold, 
all things are become new,” 2 Cor. 5:17. 

2. He is quickened to a new life. “And 
you hath he quickened, who were dead in 
trespasses and sins: . . . Even when we 


were dead in sins, hath he quickened us 
together with Christ, by grace ye are 
saved; And hath raised us up together, 
and made us sit together in heavenly 
places in Christ Jesus,” Eph. 2:1-6. “And 
you, being dead in your sins and the un- 
circumcision of your flesh, hath he quick- 
ened together with him, having forgiven 
you all trespasses,” Col. 2:13. 

3. Puts on the new man (Christ). 
“And that ye put on the new man, which 
after God is created in righteousness and 
true holiness,” Eph. 4:24. “For as many 
of you as have been baptized (or become 
dead to sin and made alive unto God) 
into Christ have put on Christ,” Gal. 3: 
rs 

4. Walks in newness of life. “Even so 
we also should walk in newness of life,” 
Rom. 6:4. “He that saith he abideth in 
him ought himself also so to walk, even 
as he walked,” 1 John 2:6. 

5. Become sons of God. ““As many as 
received him, to them gave he power to 
become the sons of God, even to them 
that believe on his name,” John 1:12. 
“For ye are all the children of God by 
faith in Jesus Christ,” Gal. 3:26. 

6. Receives the Spirit of Christ. “And 
because ye are sons, God hath sent forth 
the Spirit of his Son into your hearts, cry- 
ing, Abba, Father,” Gal. 4:6. “The Spirit 
itself beareth witness with our spirit, that 
we are the children of God,” Rom. 8:16. 
“Now if any man have not the Spirit of 
Christ, he is none of his,” Rom. 8:9. 

7. Made heirs of God, and joint-heirs 
with Christ. “And if children, then 
heirs; heirs of God, and joint-heirs with 
Christ,” Rom. 8:17. “Wherefore thou art 
no more a servant, but a son; and if a

ATT. 9:37, 38, “Then saith he unto 

his disciples, The harvest truly is 
plenteous, but the LABOURERS are few; 
Pray ye therefore the Lord of the harvest, 
that he will send forth LABOURERS in- 
to his harvest.” 

At this time of the year when we look 
about us and see the great wheat fields, 
also many other kinds of produce ready 
for harvest, we see the signs along the 
roads and in the papers, LABORERS 
Wanted. There is generally quite a re- 
sponse with men coming from the cities, 
countries and other states to answer the 
demand that the crops may be harvested. 
We find in our text a call not to reap the 
natural, but to LABOR in our Lord’s 
harvest. 

The word “labor” carries with it the 
thought, not as many have it pictured to- 
day; namely, to TOIL, to strive to ac- 
complish some purpose or work; engage 
regularly or strenuously. Oh, what a pic- 
ture that brings to our minds. Think of 
some three thousand Church of God 
preachers and thousands of lay members 
LABORING. Is it any wonder that the 
great Church of God is progressing? 

But I am made to wonder if all are 
truly LABORING. Many have, through 
the past, because you can see it written 
upon their brows. As I am sitting here I 
am thinking of some of the older min- 
isters whose hair is white a little too soon 
in life, some whose eyes have grown dim. 
What do I see? I see men who have LA- 
BORED, toiled, that the harvest might 
be gathered. No doubt these did not say, 
“Lord, how much is in it?” I do not be- 
lieve God is looking for that kind of LA- 
BORERS. Oh, we need men who will sac- 
rifice. 

I do not believe these worked selfishly 
for their own benefits but wholehearted- 


ly that the great program of God might 
bless fallen humanity, that He could 
bring the gospel of good tidings and bind 
up the brokenhearted, to proclaim liberty 
to the captives and the opening of the 
prison to them that are bound. Yes, it 
takes LABORING. God, give us men 
who will LABOR. 

Do I hear someone saying, “There is 
nothing to do?” If you want to LABOR 
there is lots to do. The cry is in my heart, 
“O God, send LABORERS to this needy 
field—Pacific Northwest.” Don’t you see 
the need? Get down on your knees, ask 
God to give you a new vision for lost 
souls.

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“Berlin, August 7.—A German peace 
will mean a Jew-less peace, Das Schwartze 
Korps, mouthpiece of Adolf Hitler’s elite 
SS guard, proclaimed today. Once the war 
is won, some area remote from Europe 
will be set apart for Jewish colonization, 
the paper said, and then the continent 
will be entirely cleared of Jews. The 
article said that anti-Jewish measures al- 
ready put into effect in various European 
countries are too weak and that solution 
on a continental scale is necessary. 


Bucharest, Rumania, Aug. 7. — The 
Rumanian cabinet today promulgated a 
new Jewish law which was a major step 
in this country’s adoption of Nazi ideals. 
The law separates Rumania’s 750,000 
Jews into three categories. Of certain 
Jews who have “fought for the home- 
land” in past wars, they may retain their 
jobs but no new ones will be appointed. 
The second-class are barred from public 
office, from operating cafes, moving pic- 
ture shows, public houses of any sort and 
many other restrictions. All Jews are pro- 
hibited from owning lands, rural or other- 
wise, and those who now own such will 
have them confiscated by the govern- 
ment.” The two foregoing clippings from 
the Daily Press indicate more specifically 
the trend of government authorities 
against the Jews in all dictator-controlled 
lands. Surely the time of “‘Israel’s trou- 
ble” is upon us. 

Cincinnati was shocked one day last 
week by hearing of the sudden and un- 
timely death by his own hand of Willard 
Hershberger, famous baseball player of 
the Cincinnati Reds. “Hershey,” as Cin- 
_ Cinnatians called him, had everything, 
from a natural viewpoint, to live for,— 
a success at his chosen vocation; the plau- 
dits and cheers of thousands who at- 
tended the ball games; a financial income 
that placed him in the “big money” class;

Another arrested with the Ballards and 
charged with using the mails to defraud 
others by promising them immortality in 
exchange for gifts, was Charles Sindelair.

Sindelair said that he had sold 
several of the pictures to people who be- 
lieved that he had a genuine likeness of 
Christ in the pictures. The Ballards, who 
have been mentioned before in these pages, 
have amassed a fortune through one of 
the most absurd, silliest pieces of religious 
chicanery ever known. It is on a par 
with “Father Divine” and others of that 
ilk who are bleeding the hungry, spirit- 
ually-starved people to death.

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Question: Is Matt. 24:19 literal, and 
if it is why does it say, “And woe unto 
them that are with child, and to them 
that give suck in those days?” In verse 
20 what flight is referred to and why 
pray that it be not in the winter or on 
the sabbath day? If it is parabolic why 
isn’t the entire chapter?—O. E. C. 

Answer: The 24th chapter of St. Mat- 
thew is not parabolic but is a plain state- 
ment of facts or prophecy, a question 
and an answer. The statement was made 
by Jesus relative to the building of the 
temple when He said, “Verily I say unto 
you, There shall not be left here one 
stone upon another, that shall not be 
thrown down.” The question was a three- 
fold question asked by the apostles as 
they sat on the Mount of Olives, when 
they said, ‘“‘Tell us, when shall these 
things be? and what shall be the sign of 
thy coming, and of the end of the 
world?” First, they wanted to know 
when these temples would be torn down, 
or when Jerusalem would be destroyed. 
Second, “‘what shall be the sign of thy 
coming?” Third, “and of the end of the 
world?” Jesus proceeded to answer the 
threefold question that they had asked. 

In verse 19 Jesus is telling of the ter- 
rible calamity that was to come upon Je- 
rusalem when Titus invaded it in A. D. 
70, when the town was laid in ruins and 
the women who were unable to escape 
were badly mistreated and even slain. The 
reference given placed a woe upon those 
who were unable to make their flight at 
the time. The same thing is true relative 
to the 20th verse. It would be very dis- 
agreeable to flee before the invader in 
the winter time and to have no place of 
comfort to go, while if it were in the 
summer they might be able to get along 
anywhere in the mountains or in shep- 
herds’ tents, etc. The sabbath day’s jour- 
ney, according to Jewish law, was a very 
limited distance, such as would naturally 
be regarded as the immediate vicinity of 
any locality. It was founded upon the 
command, “Let no man go out of his 
place on the seventh day,” Exod. 16:29. 
This measure was fixed by the Jewish 
legislatures as 2,000 cubits and so if the 
invasion of Jerusalem came on the sab- 
bath day, the Jewish law would not al- 
low the inhabitants to escape far enough 
to be safe from the invaders. Much of the 
24th chapter of St. Matthew refers to the 
end of the age, but these particular 
verses refer to the destruction of Jeru- 
salem.

him and his Lord, he had time to pray, 
time to meditate, time to win souls, and I 
believe time to tarry with all who desired 
of him to know more about God and 
being filled with the Spirit. Many of our 
evangelists and pastors today as well as 
the good lay members of our churches, 
have too much on the mind and heart 
to tarry until the Comforter comes to 
bless others as He once came to bless 
them. On the other hand, there are many 
seekers who would love to have the Holy 
Ghost given them on a silver platter, or 
their lives empowered in a moment’s time, 
but are not willing to go down and take 
the time to tarry until the Comforter 
comes as did these blessed disciples who 
marked out the way. But remember, 
reader, when you come enquiring for the 
rest and peace of the Christian whom you 
know to be in touch with God, and whom 
you know merits favor with God, the 
Lord will answer you just as He answered 
this soul, ““Go thy way forth by the foot- 
steps of the flock.” There is only one 
way and that is His Way; only one door 
to His blessings and that is through the 
Door of Obedience. The Holy Spirit is 
promised to those who obey Him. But 
when we are filled with the Holy Spirit, 
we have really known the blessing of en- 
tering into that rest; and if we would 
find rest in these perilous times, when 
the heat of persecutions, and the light- 
ning of the swords of wrath, are beaming 
and flashing against the Church of God 
in what seems to be the closing days of 
time, we must rest in the shade of the 
great Shepherd’s tent. Isaiah promised us 
that Christ would be to us the shade of a 
great rock in a weary land. The flesh 
loves to be pampered; the devil would 
have you pet yourself into reading the 
newspaper each morning before you read 
your Bible; get into your car and go for 
a drive before you have your morning 
prayer, or stay in bed and sleep until you 
have to hurry to grab a bite and get to 
your work, leaving your home without 
your benediction, your children wonder- 
ing why they do not see the family altar 
as they once did; or why they were 
snapped at all day long and told to run 
out of the way, when they should have 
been counseled with, and prayed with to 
give them the right start for the day. 
Yes, I believe the majority of people to- 
day are lean in soul and dying a slow 
death because they find no time to rest 
in the presence of their Lord. 

Let me call your attention to Elijah. 
God worked mighty miracles at his hands 
at one time; his voice shook all Israel, yet 
he got in such a hurry running a foot- 
race from Jezebel that he almost missed 
the heavenly chariot to the glory world. 
God had to take him to the mountain and 
get him still before he could hear the 
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still small voice, but when he heard it we 
find a wonderful conversation took place 
between him and his miracle-working 
God. Are you running like Elijah until 
the heavenly Dove must flutter and fly 
away, running so fast in your own 
strength that you are not led by the 
Spirit? If so, get to the upper room and 
hear the still small voice. So many have 
learned to be noisy and look for God in 
the wind, the earthquake, or anything 
that is noisy, but they do not know that 
such statements as “Study to be quiet,” 
“Withdraw yourselves into a desert place 
and rest a while,” and “In returning and 
rest shall ye be saved; in quietness and 
confidence shall be your strength,” are 
in the Bible. But they are there, and I be- 
lieve God would have us learn anew 
the great benefits derived from taking 
time to wait upon the Lord that our 
strength might be renewed. 


It will be well in these days when 
many of our brethren in the lands be- 
yond the sea are suffering in prison 
camps, and many giving their lives for 
the sake of the gospel, just to lift up our 
eyes unto the hills from whence cometh 
our help a little more each day. We do 
not as yet know just how much we shall 
be called upon to undergo for His name 
sake, but this we do know, that we can 
look for our great deliverance through 
Him whom our souls adore. 


Again, we might go back to the little 
flock Christ so loved and counseled on 
earth. Phillip was the third martyr, being 
scouraged, thrown into prison, and cruci- 
fied in A. D. 54. In the year 60 A. D. 
Matthew was slain in the city of Nada- 
bah with a halberd; then followed James 
the less, also one of the twelve who was 
the son of Alpheus, who at the age of 
ninety-four had his brains dashed out 
with a fuller’s club. This great pastor 
who was elected to the oversight of the 
churches of Jerusalem was faithful unto 
death, going in the footsteps of the flock, 
feeding beside the shepherd’s tent and 
teaching others the blessed truth, yet thé 
footsteps led him to die a martyr’s death 
for his Lord. Matthias was the next, being 
stoned at Jerusalem and then beheaded; 
Andrew, after preaching the gospel to 
many in Asia, was crucified at Edessa on 
a cross, the two ends of which were fixed 
transversely in the ground. Hence the 
deriviation of St. Andrew’s cross. Mark 
was dragged to pieces by the people of 
Alexandria at the great solemnity of 
their idol, Serapis. Jerome tells us that 
Peter was crucified with his head down- 
ward at his own request when he was de- 
livered up, because he felt unworthy to 
be crucified upright as was his Lord; Jude 
was also crucified at Edessa in 72 A. D. 
Bartholomew, generally supposed to be 
Nathaniel, was cruelly beaten and then 
crucified; Thomas was martyred by be- 
ing thrust through with a spear; Simon, 


surnamed Zelotes, was crucified in A. D. 
74 in Britain; the beloved, John, being 
the only one of the twelve who escaped 
violent death was banished to the Isle of 
Patmos where God gave him the wonder- 
ful Revelation. 


I’m quite sure many are wondering 
why these should be referred to when 
writing on the subject of “Rest.” Just 
for this one important reason, these all, 
as did Stephen before them, and the thou- 
sands who died after them at the hands of 
their persecutors, took time to rest in the 
presence of their Lord, kept so filled with 
the Holy Ghost, and in their death 
were so calm that people were convicted 
by their faith and zeal and the Church 
increased and spread. In many instances 
the persecutors were converted while 
watching the faithful die the death dur- 
ing the dark ages which followed when 
many rulers tried to stamp out the very 
existence of Christianity. Oh, that we 
might cry with David, “Return unto thy 
rest, O my soul; for the Lord hath dealt 
bountifully with thee.” 


Boaz instructed Ruth to reap in the 
fields, but to go to the vessels and drink 
when she became thirsty. She could not 
do her best work except she kept drink- 
ing from the vessels for she would not be 
fitted for the service to which she had so 
willingly given himself; nor can we who 
labor in the harvest field today do our 
best work for our Master except we 
drink deeply from the wells of salvation, 
letting the joy of the Lord be our 
strength, and causing our lights to so 
shine among men that others might see 
our good works and glorify our Father. 
It has been well said that the modern 
church has lost on couches what the mar- 
tyrs purchased on crosses; and how im- 
portant it is for the Church of God with 
all other Christians who have the full 
gospel truth, and know that our Lord is 
soon to return for His own, to be sure 
that we bask in the presence of our 
Christ, yet walk in the footsteps of sur- 
render, obedience, and sacrifice. 

We might take one last thought con- 
cerning “His pasture.” First, we know 
that He leads us to green pastures, then 
David gives us a thought which is often 
overlooked, ‘‘He makes me to lie down.” 
The great Shepherd leads, He never 
drives. His pastures are beaming with 
green grass and still water, and He wants 
us to take time to lie down; in other 
words, be still long enough to digest por- 
tions of His blessed Word, and rest con- 
tented under His loving care. There is no 
scene on earth so restful as seeing a flock 
lying in green pastures, beside plenty of 
cool water, in the presence of the shep- 
herd who makes it his business to see that 
they are safe from intruders. When the 
world looks in on a healthy flock of God, 
those who are resting under the shadow 
of His wing, eating abundantly of His 
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great blessing, singing to themselves in 
psalms and hymns and spiritual songs, 
singing and making melody in their 
hearts to the Lord, drinking from the 
wells of salvation until the real joy and 
light of Heaven beams in their faces; they 
cannot help but desire to come with the 
honest inquiry, “Tell me, O thou whom 
my soul lovest, where thou feedest, and 
where thou makest thy flock to rest at 
noon?”
